For  a number  of  years  I have  been  testing  and  improving  Beans  -with 
a view  to  developing  a strain  of  special  merit,  I have  been  -working  to 
produce  greater  yields  from  single  plants  by  selecting  plants  producing 
the  largest  number  of  perfect  jjods  and  beans  and  I believe  I have  de- 
veloped a Bean  that  will  produce  a larger  yield  from  the  amount  of 
ground  planted  than  any  other  variety  of  white  Beans  known,  which  I 
call  1200  to  1. 

Last  season  I made  a very  careful  test  of  every  variety  of  White 
Beans  I could  secure  that  were  anywhere  near  my  1200  to  1,  in  order 
to  determine  whether  there  is  a variety  that  would  equal  or  surpass  it. 


I had  upwards  of  70  samples  in  my  test  grounds  and  not  one  equaled 
1200  to  1 for  growth,  productiveness,  early  ripening,  etc.
